A peculiar condition exists in Cumber- 


land township as the result of last Tues- 
day's election. There are three ties, Jos. 
M. Bushman d and William Wible, Sr. r 
each received 132 votes for Justice of the 
Peace; Aaron Fleck d and Wm. B. Walk- 
er r each 131 for Assessor, and Emory D. 
Bream d and Harry G. Williams r each 
129 for Clerk. 


In case of a tie for Justice of the Peace 


the law provides : 


In all oases where an equal number of 


legal votes has been or shall hereafter be 
polled, for two or more candidates for the 
office of alderman or justice of the peace, 
in an)' ward, borough, township or dis- 
trict, so that the said officers required by 
law shall not be duly elected, or where any 
election shall be d~ec!ared void by the 
court, it shall be lawful for the cinulified 
voters of such ward, boi'nn^h, township or 
district, to hold another election for the 
choice of such officer or officers to fill such 
vacancy. 
But before holding the samn, it 


shall be the duty of the constable of the 
proper ward, borough, township or dis- 
trict, to give nolice, in the manner pre- 
f-cribed by law, that on a certain day men- 
tioned in said notice, not less than twenty 
nor more than thirty days thereafter, an 
election will be held to till such vacancy ; 
which election shall be held and conduct- 
ed in the mode and manner, and by the 
sameofficersand persons, as the constables' 
elections are held and conduct d, and at 
the same place,, and between tlie same 
hours. 


The tie for the office of Assessor will be 


decided hy the County Commissioners and 
that for Clerk by the Court. 
The election 


for Justice of the Peace will be held March 
16.

Frances E. Willard died at midnight 


last Thursday night at the Imperial Hotel, 
New York. 
She had been suffering with 


the grip, and it left her in a state of great 
weakness, causing her to sink gradually. 
Gastric trouble complicated her condition. 


Misa Willard was born in Chnrchville, 


N. Y., September 28, 1839. She was 
graduated at Northwestern Female Col- 
lege, Evanston, III. 
On the death of her 


brother, Oliver A. Willard, in 1879, she 
succeeded him as editor of the 
Olacagn 


Evening Post. Since 1882 she has been a 
member of the executive committee of the 
Prohibition party. 
In 188B she accepted 


the leadership of the White Cross move- 
ment in 
her own 
unions, which has 


obtained through her 
influence enact- 


ments in twelve States for the protection 
of women. 
In 18S8 she was made presi- 


dent of the American branch of the Inter- 
national Council of Women, and of the 
World's 
Christian Temperance 
Union, 


which she had founded live years before. 
Besides many pamphlets and contribu- 
tions to magazines and the press, Miss 
Willard has published "Nineteen Beauti- 
ful Years," a tribute to her sister

Can hog choleia be cured i and, if so, 


what remedy will restore the diseased 
animals to health ? These are the first 
questions asked by the swme grower, and 
to his mind this should be the objective 
point of at! m% estimations 
With all dis- 


eases of this class however, prevention is 
cheaper and in every way more satisfac- 
tory than medical treatment. The great 
aim o£ tbe Government and the farmers 
slould be, therefore, to prevent the 
spread of infectious diseases 
Every 


swme gro ver should use the utmost pre 
c iiitioas to pre\ent the introduction of 
these plagues into the herd 


Before formulating this treatment it 


should be explained that a remedy which 
vill cure every case is not to be exp ct 
ad 
Tuere has never been discovered a 


remedy for a single one of the infectious 
diseases of man 01 animals which will 
cuie every mdiv dual attacked 
Some 


forms of these diseases are so violent and 
rap d that the animals are dead almost 
before the> are obsarv ed to be aick Un- 
der such conditions there la not time foi 
the most active remedy to produce a 
beneficial eftect 


In many outbrakea the typo of the 


maUdy is leas virulent and there is time 
to treat the animals after they are sick, 
and also the whole herd after some mem 
bers of it have sho-vn that they are dis 
c »<ied 
Tor A long time af tei beginning 


the investigations of the infectious dis- 
eases of swine, the writer was doubtful 
if any remedy or combination of reme 
dies ci uld be made which would produce 
any marked effi ct Ihe experiments of 
the last year, however, indicate that 
tieatment if properly applied may be suc- 
cessful

Animals that are very sick and that

Do not turn the hog on its 


back to drench i», but pull the cheek

been giv« u a fan trial, it has apparently 
cured most of tbe ammols which we» 
sic't and has stopped tbe progress of the 
distase 111 the herds 
It also appears to 


be an elegant appetu»r and stimulant of 
the process of digestion and assimilation, 
and when given to unthrifty hogs it in- 
creases the appetite, causes them to take 
on flesh, and assume a thrifty appear 
ance 


Success or failure with this remedy de 


penda largely upon the manner m which 
it is used 
If it is improperly adminii- 


tere'l or the hogs left out in the cold 
storms and compelled to remain day and 
night in mud six inches or a foot deep 
under the necessity of searching through 
this mud to find an ear of corn in order 
to get unj thing to eat, the farmer might 
as well save his tnoaej and let his hogs 
die, as nothing which we bave found 
will save them under such conditions

first fount to be affected with cholera or 
sw i a pUgue the lot of pens where they 
hav« been conflced should he disinfected 
by dustmj jleutifully with dry, air 
si ic>>ed lime, or by sprinkling with a 5 
per cent solution of crude carbolic acid 
The animals, should then all be moved to 
new quarters 
If possible the sick and 


apparently well should be separated be- 
fore they are moved and then put into 
different lots. This la not essential, but 
i. is an aid to the treatment 
The hogs 


should be kept m drv lots, or pens, where 
there is no mud, and above all, no stag- 
nant water 
It is well to keep these lots 


disinfected by the free use of air slacked 
lime or carbolic acid 


If any hogs die during the progress of 


the outbreak their caicaa»es should be 
immediately burned or deeply buried, 
and the place wheie they have lam or the 
ground over which they are dragged 
should be dis nfected with carbolic acid 
or lime according to the method already 
mentioned
